IT SHERMAN TEXAS 


bhei man, Tex., Aug. 9.—Wood Max- 
ey and Sellars Vines, negroes, were 
hanged in the county jail 
here 
this 
afternoon. Maxey was hanged first. He 
dropped at 2:07 o'clock and life was 
extinct in eight minutes. 
His 
neck 
was broken. Vines stepped on the trap 
at 2:06 o’clock and the drop was ex- 
actlv at 3 o’clock. His neck was also 
broken, 
and 
the 
physicians 
pro­ 
nounced him dead in nine minutes. 
Sheriff Lee McAfee of 
Grayson 
county assisted by Deputy Sheriff Ran 
'Roberts and by Sheriff 'Ben Branden­ 
burg of Dallas County, adjusted the

rope about the necks of the negroes I out on the right side of his abdomen 
and Mr. McAfee pulled the trap. 
lo u n g e r never spoke affpr hnina 


i rom the outside and shot him in the 
side of the head and neck while he 
was talking of his approaching m ar­ 
ria g e with a friend. The negro was 
captured before daylight by Lee Mc 
Alee and Constable Boss Stark, the 
latter then a private citizen. 


Sellars Vines was a Dallas negro 
and had escaped with a nunioer of 
other prisoners from the Dallas coun­ 
ty jail. He had eluded capture, and. 
coming to Sherman a t 'night on Sept. 
27, 1911, put up in a box car. Deputy 
Constable Fred Mounger was acting as 
night watchman in the local Houston 
and Texas Central yards, and while 
on duty flashed his light into the car 
occupied by Vines. The

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EXCISE BURO MIKES TIX LEVY 


The county excise board met this 
morning and approved all the esti­ 
mates of the commissioners, in full, 
except for the road and bridge and 
the poor and insane funds. The com­ 
m issioners asked for $7,500 for the 
first named and $3,300 for the latter. 
The excise board cut the road and 
bridge estimate to $3,665, and the 
poor and insane estim ate to $2,000. 
The total am ount of the estimates as 
approved is $62,445. To raise this sum 
and the requirem ents of the sinking 
fund and for separate schools, the rate 
was fixed at 61.6c on the $100 valua­ 
tion. For 1911, after the raise in val­ 
uations made by the state board and 
including the Indian lands since held 
non-taxable, the rate was 50.5c.

Chamberlain to the senate, although 
he was a democrat, and in Nevada a 
democratic legislature elected a re­ 
publican to the senate. This is prac­ 
tically a direct election, the legisla­ 
ture merely ratifying the vote of the 
people.

So Stoiloff journeyed to 
j Ebon thai. n e a r V ienna, and appealed 
to th e youngest, cleverest, and m ost 
a ttra c tiv e o fthe O oburgg, P rin ce F e r­ 
dinand. H is m other, P rin cess 
Clem ­ 
entine, was a d au g h ter of Ix>uis F hil.p 
p*. F erd in an d was a nephew of the 
king of th e B elgians and related to 
th e queens of E ngland and P ortugal. 
P rin ce F erd in an d w as then tw en ty - 
six. He was well aw are of the d an g ­ 
ers his acceptance would involve. B ut 
he saw in young B ulgaria an en o rm ­ 
ous force, w hich, if he could d ire c t 
and co n tro l it, m ight w ork m iracles. 
He had faith in th e people and faith 
in him self. H e accepted, and on A ug­ 
u st l l , 1887, he assu red th e rein s of 
governm ent.

R ussia, w hile 'A ustria and th e o th er 
P o w ers w atched w ith a jealo u s eye 
and stood read y to s tir up tro u b le a t 
an y m om ent. T he foreign re la tio n s of 
the stru g g lin g P rin c ip a lity w ere bad 
enough, but th e condition of affairs 
a t hom e w as even w orse.
